The consignment consist- 
ed of 29 head averaging 1,359 pounds, 
all being very fancy western branded 
Ilerefords. They had been on feed 
nbout six months with nothing more 
fancy as a ration than Bhelledi corn, 
oil meal and roughage. Tho cattla 
were sold for sblpmont east and were 
the only consignment to bring the 
price, while bulk of fimlshcd steers 
cashed a half dollar to ?2,50 lower, 
which shows the premium enjoyed by

Taken; to Hold Dinner 

Moiiday, May 12 



Tho Antioch Business club held a 
regular meeting Monday night. More 
than fifty were present. The regular 
business of tho meeting was passed 
through and new business was taken 
up. A report on the outcome of tho 
conference with the Soo Lino officials 
was asked for from Mr. Bartlett, and 
he reported that although ho had not 
heard anything officially It looked .is 
though the Soo Line would stop tho 
trains that werocneeded. 

The matter of mall service was. dis- 
cussed and a committee comprising 
Messrs. Aht, Bartlett and Bill Wil- 
liams was appointed to take the mat- 
ter up with the chief of the railway 
mail at Chicago. 

A great deal of discussion was 
heard regarding dumping of rofuao 
at the waysides. Necessary steps to 
stop this practice were taken. Mr. 
Dunn offered to prosecute offenders 
of this character. 

An offer of the space just south of 
the Old Opera house for parking 
space was reported and the matter 
was referred to the parking commit- 
tee for action. 

A report of the impasBlble condi- 
tion of Hickory road will be taken up 
with County Officials at Waukegan. 
Rural mall carriers have registered 
complaints to tho postoffico authorit- 
ies as to Us condition and the com- 
bined action should bring the needed 
repairs. It is planned to have Hick- 
ory road graveled this summer. 

The subject of advertising this 
section of the country in the Chicago 
papers was brouht up and thoroughly 
discussed. The opinion of the meet- 
ing was that the funds secured 
through the publishing of a booklet 
was the proper method to raise tho 
money. The matter was left In tho 
bauds of the publicity committee 
headed by Ed Dressel and compris- 
ing Butch Ilothera, Herb Vos, Walter 
ChUin and John Woodhead. 

Plans for a dinner were discussed 
and left in the hands of a commltteo 
of three— John Horan, Sam Tarbell 
and Wm. Christian. Monday evening, 
May 12, was selected for the feed and 
will In all probability be held at ono 
of the lake resorts. 

The new members signed up last 
night brought the enrollment up to 
7X 

The committee on advertising met 
Tuesday evening and formulated 
plans for publicity as outlined at the 
mt'oting Monday evening. 

The plans call for the publishing of 
a booklet. The revenue to be deriv- 
ed from this book will be sufficient to 
cover cost of the book, mailing and ■

51000 to be used In advertising this 
section In the Chicago papers.

With our roads In 
fair shape, holidays coming on Fri- 
day and plans of the North Shore to 
run a bus service from Waukegan, nil 
points are favorable, and If the busi- 
ness men of this section get behind 
the publicity campaign proposed by 
the Antioch Business Club, there In 
no reason for doubt as to tho out- 
come.

Mail Service Situation 

At a regular mooting of the Dur- 
liugton club recently, tho matter ot a 
mall sorvico every two hours be- 
tween Milwaukee nnd Burlington 
camo up for discussion. 

At present more or loss troublo is 
experienced In getting tho early 
morning mall from Milwaukee, -which 
comes via Waukealm, whero It Is 
transferred to tho Soo Line. Other 
mail later in the day comes over tho 
C. M. & St. P. U. It. While a two 
hour service might not bo neccssarj' 
still if Burlington could arrnngo for a 
closed pouch service over tho electric 
line at convenient hours In connec- 
tion with Rochester and Watorford, 
the service might bo Improved over 
that existing at present without too 
great nn oxponHo. II. R. Prueraora, 
acting postmaster, thought that the 
mail service In the morning especial- 
ly might bo hettored by tho change 
and also tho latter part of tho day, 
when Burlington people would re- 
ceive later editions ot papers and also 
moro mall. 

A committco consisting of H. It. 
Pniemors, T. A. Waller and S. L. 
Dudley was appointed to Investigate 
tho matter. 



PROTEIN FEED NEEDED 

BY PRODUCING COWS 

Tho Importance of protein In tho 
ration of dairy cows la stressed by J. 
O. TretHven, dairy spoclallst of Mon- 
tana, In answering a question on 
economical balanced rations, recent- 
ly Hubmiltod through the fcedlng-pro- 
blom service. This sen'lce, which Is 
rendered by various States In coop- 
eration with the United States De- 
partmont of Agriculture, enables a 
farmer to submit his spcclflc feeding 
questions to specialists. 

Blanks on which tho farmer may 
prOBOut tho facts involved In hla pro- 
blem are distributed through county 
agents and other agrlcuUunil work- 
ers. 

In this Instance tbo ration being 
fod by tho inquirer was analyzed aa 
being a fattening ration deficient In 
protein. A drop In milk production 
had resulted. A ration of corn sil- 
age, alfalfa hny. barloy, oats and mix- 
ed mill food was recoratuended by 
Mr. Trotsven as very satisfactory for 
mllk-producing cowa in that locality. 
Ho added that If tho alfalfa and sll- 
ago were of. eicellont grade, llttlo 
grain feed would bo required. 



Deep Plowing 
Doesn't Add to 
Crop Yield, Claim 

Deep plowing and subaolllng do not . 
swell crop yields. 

This Is tho answer of II. S. Smith 
of tbo agronomy department of tbo 
College of Agriculture, University of 
Illinois to tho auestlona being asked 
by Illinois 'farmers at this time of tho 
year, wanting to know how deep to 
plow and whether or not deep plow- 
ing nnd Bubsolllng pay. 

Prof. Smith recommenda that farm- 
ers plow, about seven inches deep In 
the fall and somewhat shallower in 
tho spring* This recommendation Is 
based on reason as well as experi- 
mental results, in view of tho fact 
that the depth to which roots can 

penetrate Is not limited to tho dopth 
of the plowing, ho pointed out. 

If It costs 52.50 to plow an aero 
seven inches deep It will coat 55.00 to 
subsoil that same acre nnd $7 to doop 
till it, Smith stated in showing how 
subsoUlng and deep tilling add to tho_ 
cost of land preparation. If tho dcpl 
of plowing Is increased ono Inch It 
means that for every aero plowed, 
about 150 more tons of soil must ho 
turned. This added weight cannot bo 
moved without additional power and 
power on the farm la a costly Item, 
ho explained. 

The exporlmont station ot tbo agri- 
cultural college has mudo plowing 
tests on gray silt loam on tight clay 
at Odin, Marlon county, and at Tole- 
do, Cumberland county, and on brown 
silt loam in Champaign county with- 
out any Increase In crop yields in any 
case from deep plowing or subsoUlng, 
according to Smith. 

At Odin and Toledo six-Inch plow- 
ing was compared with subaolllng 
and deep plowing to a depth of from 
12 to 14 inches. Comparisons were 
made between spring plowing to the 
depths ot four and seven Inches and 
tall plowing to depths of seven, 
twelve and fourteen Inches. Tho re- 
sults obtained in the tests hero indi- 
cate that no Increase in crop yields 
can bo expected by plowing brown 
silt loam to a depth of from Iwelvo 
to 14 inches with tho Bubsoll or deep 
tilling machine. The reaults Indicate 
however, that four-inch plowing on 
this type of aoll Is too shallow for tho 
best resultB,

VITAL TO BROODER CHICKS 

The artillclai method of brooding 
chickens conalata in supplying, arti- 
ndally, heat as nearly as possible 
llUe that furnished by the hen under 
natural conditions. The temperature 
of a hen Is about lOG F., hut aa hens 
seldom sit closely on chickens the 
latter do not receive this degree of 
beat. Hona adapt their mothods of 
brooding to conditions, such aa out- 
side temperature, size of the chic- 
kens, and wet weather, and the oper- 
ator of an artificial brooder must 
meet these conditions aa nearly as he 
can. Some of the moat Important 
faults in tlio management of brood- 
era are overcrowding and lack of 
ventilation and tho failure of chic- 
kens to got aufllcient exerciac. Tho 
brooder ahonld aupply tlie proper 
temperature, bo readily adapted to 
meet -tho changes in weather condi- 
tions, be eaay to clean, and bo well 
ventilated. 

Chickens are usually left in the In- 
cubator from 24 to 3G hours after 
hatching, without feeding, before 
tlicy arc removed to tho brooder, 
which should have been in operation 
for three of four days at the proper 
temperature for receiving chickens. 
A beginner, says tho United States 
Dcpartm.ont of Agriculture, should 
try this brooding system carefully be- 
fore ho uses it. After being phccd 
in the brooder the chickens can he 
given feed and water. Subsequently 
loss in chiclicns is frequently due to 
chilling received while taking them 
from the Incubator to the brooder. In 
cool or cold weather they should ho 
mo'/ed In. a covered basket or other 
leceptacle. 

Brooder 'houses should have from 
Vu to 2 inches of sand, dry dirt, cut 
clover, or chaff spread over tho Hour 
and In tho brooder pen. The hovers 
.should bo cleaned frequently, as 
cleanliness is essential In raising 
chickens succesafuUy. 
When chickons are flrat put into

The phrase "Tho remission of sins'* 
la the oldest form of this part of the 
creed, and Is found in tho Roman 
Creed, and in the Creed of Antlocb. 
All reference to such an Idea Is ab- 
sent from tho Creed of NIcea. aud in 
the Creed of Syria all we find is "I 
believe in the mystery of Baptism." 
That is tho key to the sienlficence of 
the phrase, "The remiaaion of sins" 
This phrase grew out of a 'baptismal 
formula, probably as early at the last 
part of the first century. And when 
It was used subsequently the thought 
of tho rite of baptism was present. 
There was thought to he a magical 
efficiency to baptism, and this Id-ia 
crept Into early Christianity from thc- 
Mystery religion, such as the Cults oC 
Mythras, of Oals and Oslrla, and like 
roliglona. These were very popular 
and inlluentlal in the times of the ear- 
ly Church. It was thought thai if 
only one were initiated into tho Cult 
in the riht way ono would he immor- 
tal. Tho rite of Baptism, which v;ith 
Jesus was only a sign of consecration 
to God, with the early church took on 
gradually a mysterious nature, in 



holy, It was contended that as long aa 
Athenasius became holy in Inter IlL'o 
ho must Iiave boon holy ulwaya, 
therefore the act of throwing water 
on his hoy friend, in his youth, con- 
stituted a bona fide baptism, and tho 
sins of the boy, now becomo a man, 
wore remitted. 

All this discuasion Is very far from 
our Ideas of religion, of the moral re- 
lation between a human soul and Ha 
God. It says nothing of forgiveness, 
a moral act, and a moral attitude. It 
is very far from the thought of Josus 
who taught that if we are to pray God 
to forgive us, wo inust from our 
hearts torgivo others, and always to 
bear the spirit of forgiveness and re- 
conciliation toward others. I do be-. 
bcliovo in the forgivt^noss of slna, I 
do believe it is a sin to say that I he- 
llove In the foriveness of sins, and 
then to live like cats and dogs witli 
my neighbors. I bellevo it is wrong, 
to think God will forgive our. ains 
when wo allow the venom of bitter- 
ness to linger in our spirits, carrying 
grudges, Iteeplng open old sores, aow- 
Ing discord among my neiglihors, and 
refusing to cooperate with God'a chil- 
dren in bringing His Kingdom to 
earth. I do not think a person can bo 
a real Christian who does not believe 
as sincerely in the necessity of Man's 
forgiving sins, as in the actuality of 
God's forgiveness of sins. Do you?

THE FARM HORSE SITUATION 
The tendency for several years has 
been to deplete the stock of good 
breeding mares. In moat communi- 
ties It Is hard to find a good mare or 
Btallion with which to build up a good 
draft horse breeding busincsa. But 
people will say that it Is of no use to 
breed horaea when tho demand tor 
them la small. To theso pooplo I 
would say that a hundred American 
horses picked at random would bo 
plug horaea indeed when compared 
with a 100 horses from Buropoan 
rarms. There is a good demand for 
good horses and that demand la to 
become greater aa tho American 
farm dimlnlshos in size, for no mach- 
ine is more elficlenlly operated on a 
small farm than when drawn by ft 
gnod mi'ix.

Impressive and often thrilling as 
has been the story oE woman's part 
In past epochs of American Mstory, 
it is safe to say that never has she 
played a more important part than 
she is playing today. 

"Within the space of a comparatlvo- 
iy Cew years she has extonucd her 
activities In directiona and to a de- 
gree undreamed of by the women of 
former times. 

In all walks of life — in business, in 
professional pursuits, in the arts, In 
the inventions — the American woman 
Is more numerously and conspicuous- 
ly represented than ever before. 

Time forbids In a paper like this to 
cite the statistics that prove the state- 
ment. 

With Increased freedom for indi- 
vidual self expression, she has gained 
and taken advantage of the increased 
power to make her influence felt for 
good in the life of the nation. 

Nothing is more significant iu thl^ 

cimnection than the growth ot the so- 
call "Woman's Club," which has been 
the subject of so much ill advised 
and ill natured criticism. 

IL has been charged that the club 
movement among women involved 
neglect of home duties and increased 
frivolity, and could end, If persisted 
In, only in the disruption of the home. 
How ever well grounded these ob- 
jections may he in the case of other 
countries, they certainly are not true 
in the United States. The three K's 
— Kitchen, Kirk and Kinder— to which 
an autocratic Kaiser would limit the 
activities of woman, have all been 
lifted to a high level by the action of 
the Woman's Club. 

Here in America the Woman's Club 
has developed into a most valuable 
and powerful instrument for social 
betterment. 

The origin of this Woman's Club 
movoiuent may be traced directly 
back to the meetings of the early 
Puritan Women who used to asaein- 
hle at the homo of Mrs. Anne Hut- 
chinson, in Boston In the 17th cen- 
tury, to discuss theological and other 
burning questions of that day. 

r3ut it was not until the middle of 
the 19th century that the Women's 
CUilKs In the modern aenac began to 
make their appearance. The first or- 
ganization was the Ladies' Library 
association of Kalamazoo, Mich. It 
was followed by the organization of 
the Minen'a Club o£ New Harmony, 

Ind. 

The establishment of this club 
speaks volumes for the progressive- 
ness of the women of that day In the 
middle wesL 

The club movement among women 
was set on foot in the 50's, but its 
extension was prevented by the out- 
break of the Civil War. Nevertheless 
the Woman's Club idea gained greatly 
from that tremendous contllct. The 
great service rendered by the Sani- 
tary Commission and the Soldiers' Aid 
societies under Its control went far 
to remove the prejudice against wo- 
men taking part In public affairs, and 
at the same time helped women to 
realize the progress they might hope 
to make by organized cooperation. 

There bad long been a growing sen- 
timent that the laws and customs of 
the country worked to the disadvan- 
tage of women. After the Civil War 
this sentiment found expression, on 
one hand by an equal suffrage move- 
ment, on the other hand in the club 
movement. 

In ISGS two Women's Clubs were 
definitely launched— the New Eng- 
land Woman's Club and the Sorosls. 

The former ow*od Its organization 
to the genius of Julia Ward Howe, 
author of the "Battle Hymn of the 
nopuhllc." Associated with Mrs. 
Howe In this movement were such 
well known women as Mrs. Lucy 
Stone, Mary B. LIvcrmore and Edna 
P. Cheney. 

This club was founded upon the 
principle of social service and this 
was always the leading Idea In the 
New ' England Woman's Club. Be- 
sides providing literary programw for 
the entertainment and cultural de- 
velopment of its members, it struck 
out along philanthropic lines estab- 
lishing a free employment bureau, 
and a horticultural school for girls. 

In connection with the founding of 
sorosls. the story Is told that when 
Charles Dickens made his second vis- 
it to the United States In 18G8-9, he 
was given a banquet by the Press 
Cluh of New York city. Mrs. Jennie 
Croly, the brilliant newspaper writer, 
wlio. under the name of Jennie June, 
has delighted thousands of readers, 
was at that time a member of tho edi- 
torial staff of the New York World, 
and It seemed to her only right and 
• fitting that she should attend tbo ban- 
quet. Her application for a ticket mot 
with a prompt refusal on account of 
her aex.y''

conservation of America's natural re- 
sources and scenic assets. Tho saving 
of tho Palisades on the Hudson was 
chiefly duo to tho energetic action of 
Women's Clubs In Now Jersey. 

Tho famous Cliff Dwellings of Colo- 
rado would have been lost to tbo na- 
tion had It not heon that a number of 
Colorado women organized an asso- 
ciation known as tho Cliff Dwellings 



both in numbers and influence. 

Other women iu other cities began 
to organize, most of them taking the 
New York club as their modbl. 

No other club in the country has 
been so much copied, imitated and 
envied as the first and famous sorosls. 

Naturally enough, while many clubs 
followed tho example of tho New 
England club and embarked In vari- 
ous philanthropic enterprises, their 
chief concern at first was to benefit 
their Individual members and to se- 
curo greater freedom of action for 
women In general. 

But in time, as women's rights be- 
came more generally recognized, tho 
Women's Clubs began to attack prob- 
lems of Importance to them, not only 
as women and mothers, but as resi- 
dents of the cities and towns in which 

they made their homos. They began 
to study the conditions of life among 
tho poor, and to agitate for sanitary 
reforms that would promote the 
health and happiness of those living 
in slums. 

They established and aided educa- 
tional institutions of all sorts, public 
libraries, schools of domestic science, 
manual training school and kinder- 
gartens. 

Some clubs stressed the need of re- 
forms in municipal administration, 
while others became busy hives of 
cooperative Industry, as Is Illustrated 
in the Woman's Education and Indus- 
trial Union, a Boston organization 
founded in the eighties, whlcli today 
has a membership of 4.000, and an- 
nually expends sriO.OOO In helping tbo 
poor to help themselves. 

The next Inevitable step was a 
union of the different clubs scattered 
In all parts of tho United States. 

In 1800, at the Invitation ot sorosls 
and Mrs. Croly, delegates met in New 
York city to form what has since be- 
come of nation-wide importance, as 
the General Federation of Woman's 
Clubs. 

Beginning with a membership of 
less than 100 clubs. It has grown until 
today, in little more than 30 years. 
It comprises 5.000 clubs, with a mem- 
bership of some 400.000 women. 

Add to these Uie members of or- 
ganizations amilated with tho General 
Federation of Woman's Clubs, such 
as tho League ot Women Voters, The 
Woman's Outdoor Art League, The 
American Civics Associalton, and 
many others, and we have an army of 
two million well directed, well organ- 
ized enthusiastic women, whose watch- 
words are, "The Home," "Patriotism," 
and "Good Government." 

The presence of such an army is In 
Itself a guarantee of a happy future 
for the land In which we live. All 
over the country club women are 
waging a great battle for social prog- 
ress. They are fighting vice and 
crime. Ignorance and disease. They 
are demanding humane legislation to 
protect the helpless, they make_ no 
compromise with greed, brutality nor 
Injustice. 

Everywhere they are carrying on a '■ 
great educational campaign to pro- 
mote a higher cultural development, 
a livelier civic sense, and a loftier 
morality In the individual and In the 

nation. 

Their outlook Is In no way restrict- 
ed. They labor for the welfare not 
only of the people of their own dai, 



people as the General Federation of Association, gained tho support ot the 

Wonmn's Clubs." 

Similar testimony comes from Ben 

B. Lindsey. the Colorado man who has 

made such a splendid record as judge 

of the juvenile court In Denver. "For 

many years." ho says, "I have been 

actively engaged in the interest of 

better laws for tho protection of the 

home and the children. In this behalf 

I have visited some thirty states. I 

have found woiulerful progress and 

scarcely without exception. It has 

been the mcmbora of tho Woman's 

Clubs who have championed every 

good law and secured tho passage of 

nearly all the advanced legislation for 

the protection of tho homo and the 

children." 

J. Horace McFarland, while at the 

bead of the American Civic Associa- 
tion, wrote, "I have said many times 

on tho platform, and 1 here repeat It, 

that I do not know of a single regen- 
erative movement that was not in- 
spired or underwritten by the women 

of the community." And tho facts 

bear out these glowing tributes. 
Oranizod pressure brought to bear 

by club women, was a powerful fac- 
tor In bringing to pass that sorely 

needed reform embodied in the pure 
food law of 1000. The General Federa- 
tion, the State Federations and the In- 
dividual clubs in the State Federation 
declared for Its enactment. Commit- 
tees were appointed for the purpose 
of educating public opinion, and per- 
suading reluctant congressmen to 
vote tho right way. Even today the 
General and State Federations are 
keeping a watchful eye, determined 
that tho law shnll not be evaded, and 
agitating for reforms. In the way of 
improving the mlUt supply and In se- 
curing more sanitary conditions In 
markets and provision stores. 

Similarly club women have thrown 
themselves heart and soul Into the 
movement now well underway for tho 



General Federation, and Instituted a 
miccessful campaign for the creation 
of the Mesa Verde National Park. 

In Minnesota the women prevented 
a "land grab," and afterward secured 
the enactment of a state forestry law 
to put a stop to the depredations of 
lumber men and town site operators. 

The State Federation of New Hamp- 
ehire lent powerful aid In tho struggle 
to preserve tho White Mountain for- 
ests. So, too, In New York, where 
the State Federation has battled 
against tho vandalism that threatened 
to convert tho Adirondacks and the 
Catskllls Into barren w^astes. 

In Pennsylvania, Maine, Massachu- 
setts, Wisconsin, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Tennessee, California and 
Colorado Women's Clubs have done 
splendid work for forest preservation. 

Another problem of national im- 
portance to which club women have 
given productive thought is tho secur- 
ing of better Industrial legislation for 
women and children. They have 
awakened tho public conscience and 
compelled state legislatures to enact 
more enlightened laws. 

One phase of the child welfare 
campaign, in which Woman's Clubs 
have been signally successful is the 
creation of separate courts, reform 
schools, and probation systems for 
dealing with youthful offenders. 
The juvenile court plan originated 



such havoc to the nation. 

Among club women there is uo 
East, no West, no North, no South. 
They stand for a united people. 

In tho bicnnlol conventions of tlio 
General Federation they come to- 
gether from all parts of the country 
to plan for the good of the whole 
country. 

Even the personnel of General Fed- 
eration's offlcerB bears evidence of 
tho absonco of sectional lines. 

In tho appointment of committees 
and the practical working out of the 
federation's business, tho national 
Idea is kept steadily to the fore, oven 
when it is a question of dealing with 
problems local In their nature rather 
than national. 

Thus, there stands In the heart of 
Georgia's mill region a model coun- 
try school, where children arc taught 
In addition to tho three R's, manual 
training, domestic scicuco and gar- 
dening.
